One may query the connection of the Lion on this 
year’s Annual with our school. Well, the Grade Eleven 
class has an explanation. The Lion was adopted by the 
County of Norfolk and the crest related to that of the 
Howard family. 

While Henry VIII was visiting France, the Earl of 
Surrey (Henry Howard) was instructed to defend the 
realm. However, in August James IV of Scotland as- 
sembled his troops and marched towards Flodden 
Edge, but the Earl cut him off, risking everything in 
one battle but gaining a grand victory. As a reward 
Henry VIII appointed him Duke of Norfolk. In addi- 
tion, a Scottish Lion was added to the Howard Crest, 
its mouth pierced by an arrow, signifying the defeat of 
the Scottish King. Thus, the Lion became symbolic of 
the County of Norfolk. 

Since our school has recently strengthened its ties 
with Norwich High School in the County of Norfolk, 
England, we thought it appropriate to display the Lion 
and the four Coats of Arms, not only representing 
places in Norfolk, but also our Houses.
